I. Scene. 

The scene represents the exterior of the garden and grounds attached to the palace of a rich merchant of the city of 
Ferrara: from R.to L.a Jofty wall crosses the stage, pierced at L.c. with a double ira Renaissance Gate (practicable) 
through which is seen the ornamental shrubbery beyond. To the right,rising above the wall is discerned a portion of' 
the mansion itself, with windows brilliantly illuminated as for a i$te. The moon shises brightly above. Dark cypresses 
and poplars frame the picture of which the striking feature is the contrast between the sootlit grounds within and 
the gloom of the -deserted road in the foreground.
